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Synagogue  Membership  Shows  Major  Increase; 

School  Enrollment  At  A  New  High 


The  efforts  of  the  Membership  Com¬ 
mittee  and  of  the  members  of  the  con- 
eresation  who  have  encouraged  their 
friends  and  neighbors  to  become  a  part 
of  our  congregational  family  have  met 
with  success.  Thus,  our  membership  has 
shown  a  major  increase. 

Arnold  Lederman,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  reported  at  the  September 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that 
all  seats  on  the  Main  Floor  of  the  Sanc¬ 
tuary,  less  perhaps  twenty  pairs,  have 
been  assigned  to  members  of  the  congre¬ 
gation;  that  all  seats,  without  exception 
in  the  Mezzanine-Balcony  have  been 
similarly  claimed;  and  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years,  aid  seats  in  the  Lem¬ 
berg  Auditorium  are  assigned,  requiring 
provision  for  seating  for  an  additional 
thirty  member  families  to  be  made  in 
the  Sisterhood  Lounge. 

"For  years  we  have  set  a  goal  of  1000 
members  families  for  ourselves.  It  is 
likely  that  we  shall  approach  that  number 
by  1977-1978.  As  more  children  are 
enrolled  in  the  Religious  School,  more 
families  tend  to  join  the  synagogue,  ’ 
reported  Mr.  Lederman. 

An  analysis  of  the  reasons  for  the 
growth  in  membership  indicates  the  fol¬ 
lowing  factors:  First,  the  population 
grov/th  on  the  Upper  East  Side  with 
more  families  with  young  children. 
Second,  the  distinctive  nature  of  our 
services  as  conducted  by  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  and  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz. 
Third,  the  quality  of  our  religious  edu¬ 
cation  program  from  the  Early  Childhood 
Center  through  the  High  School  years. 


In  measuring  the  quality  of  our  edu¬ 
cational  program,  we  must  take  note, 
with  pride,  the  High  Holy  Day  Services 
conducted  by  the  school.  On  the  first 
day  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  440  children, 
our  children  and  visitors,  attended  the 
services  which  were  conducted  by  the 
school  for  the  ages  of  four  through 
thirteen.  In  the  Cohen  Library,  ninety 
high  school  students  conducted  services 
and  25  college  students  held  their  own 
worship  service  in  room  204. 

Mrs.  Rahei  Bloch,  Principal  of  the 
Elementary  School,  reports  that  eighty 
new  students  had  registered  in  the  school

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“Let’s  Do  It  Ourself” 


Just  a  few  weeks  ago  we  stood  to¬ 
gether  in  our  beautiful  Sanctuary  to  usher 
in  the  New  Year.  We  did  so  with  mixed 
emotions,  indeed  with  "awe  and  trem¬ 
bling.”  For  the  atmosphere  of  the  High 
Holy  Days  is  at  one  and  the  same  time, 
joyous  and  somber,  hopeful  yet  ridden 
with  fears  of  the  unknown.  During  these 
days  we  are  given  to  introspection  and 
soul  searching,  the  self-evaluation  and 
honest  appraisal  of  our  lives  and  our¬ 
selves.  It  is  a  sobering  atmosphere  marked 
by  the  contemplation  of  the  serious  and 
eternal  questions  which  have  vexed 
humanity  since  the  dawn  of  time. 

Now  we  turn  our  moods  and  ourselves 
into  a  different  direction  altogether.  In¬ 
stead  of  regretting  the  past  and  worrying 
about  the  future,  instead  of  listening  to 
the  sound  of  the  Shofar  in  the  synagogue 
and  to  the  still  small  voice  within  each 
of  us,  we  are  instructed,  "Thou  shalt 
rejoice  in  thy  festival.”  Is  this  not  another 
way  of  saying,  "Cast  off  the  garb  of  the 
repentance  and  atonement,  and  clothe 
thyself  in  gladness  and  joy,  in  song  and 
dance?”  For  this  is  the  essence  of  Sukkot, 
the  festival  we  are  now  celebrating.  It 
tells  us  to  be  active  participants  in  a 
central  Jewish  mitzvah — to  rejoice.  Note 


the  verb — it  is  active,  not  passive.  We 
are  not  instructed  to  let  something  make 
us  happy  but  rather  to  do  something  that 
will  create  joy  and  gladness. 

Now  that  we  stand  on  the  threshold 
of  a  new  synagogue  year  I  hope  this  will 
be  the  spirit  which  will  fire  us — the  spirit 
of  doing,  of  acting,  of  participating.  Let 
us  not  delegate  these  activities  to  others, 
to  surrogates,  to  proxies.  Let  each  one 
of  us  have  the  spiritually  uplifting  ex¬ 
periences  of  regular  prayer,  of  communal 
worship,  of  Shabbat  and  festivals  in  our 
homes,  of  immersing  ourselves  in  the 
wisdom  of  Judaism,  in  the  doing  of 
good  works. 

We  are  surrounded  on  all  sides  by 
admonitions  to  "do  it  yourself” — whether 
it  be  physical  fitness,  artistic  creation  in 
our  home,  painting,  building,  yes,  and 
challah  baking,  and  a  host  of  other 
things.  People  are  discovering  a  whole 
new  dimension  in  their  lives  by  doing  it 
themselves.  Let  that  be  our  watchword 
this  year.  Let  Judaism  become  not  alone 
a  faith  we  profess  but  a  religious  culture 
we  cultivate  in  its  manifold  manifesta¬ 
tions.  We  shall  be  richly  rewarded.

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Bequest  from  Dorothy  Tausend  Estate 
Starts  General  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Synagogue 


A  bequest  from  the  Estate  of  Dorothy 
M.  Tausend  was  used  as  the  first  deposit 
for  the  newly  established  General  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  of  the  Synagogue.  The  Gen¬ 
eral  Endowment  Fund  was  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Synagogue 
and  activated  earlier  this  year  to  enhance 
the  financial  stability  of  the  Synagogue. 
The  monies  in  the  Endowment  Fund  will 
be  maintained  separately  in  a  Trust 
Account  and  invested  in  income-produc¬ 
ing  securities.  The  income  from  the  Fund 
will  be  used  for  the  support  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue. 

A  number  of  members  are  planning 
gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  and  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  cooperative 
apartment  which  had  been  occupied  by 
Cantor  David  Putterman  will  also  be 
deposited  in  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Persons  interested  in  making  a  gift  to 
the  Endowment  Fund  are  invited  to  speak 
to  William  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the 
Law  Committee  of  the  Synagogue,  or  Mr. 
Gerald  Silbert,  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Synagogue.  Both  gentlemen  are  skilled 
in  the  handling  of  gifts  and  memorials. 

The  full  text  of  the  resolution  estab¬ 
lishing  the  General  Endowment  Fund 
is  set  forth  in  the  next  column: 


Resolution 

For  The  Establishment 
Of  A  Genera! 
Endowment  Fund 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Trustees  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  future  financial  strength  of 
the  Synagogue  would  be  aided  by  the 
establishment  of  a  General  Endowment 
Fund  to  serve  as  a  depository  for  contri¬ 
butions. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  in  order  to  enhance  the  finan¬ 
cial  stability  of  the  Synagogue,  there 
is  hereby  established  a  separate  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  "General  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue’’;  and 

That  the  Endowment  Fund  shall 
serve,  in  appropriate  cases,  as  a  deposi¬ 
tory  for  contributions  made  to  the 
Synagogue. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED: 

That  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  hereby  established,  the 
members  of  which  shall  consist  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Synagogue  who  shall 
serve  as  the  Endowment  Committee; 


That  the  Endowment  Committee 
shall  invest  the  corpus  and  the  income 
derived  from  the  Endowment  Fund; 
and 

That  the  Endowment  Committee 
shall  solicit  contributions  to  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund,  supervise  its  management 
and  investment,  and,  from  time  to  time, 
make  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  concerning  requests  for 
appropriations  of  principal  and  income 
to  be  made  from  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Income  and,  to  the  extent  necessary, 
principal,  may  be  expended  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Synagogue  and  used  to  support 
activities  as  shall,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  deemed  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Synagogue. 
Expenditures  of  principal  may  be  made 
only  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  Endowment  Fund  shall  serve  as 
a  depository  for  (1)  all  funds  specifi¬ 
cally  designated  for  the  Endowment 
Fund  by  the  donor;  (2)  all  funds  ac¬ 
cepted  for  the  Endowment  Fund  by 
the  Committee;  and  (3)  all  funds 
accepted  pursuant  to  policies  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

In  this  final  article  on  the  proposed 
new  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  we  shall 
visit  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
floors  — •  a  floor  by  floor  tour  of  the  im¬ 
proved  facilities  throughout  the  existing 
and  the  proposed  new  building. 

The  Third  Floor: 

The  Elementary  School 

The  Elementary  School  will  have  four¬ 
teen  classrooms  on  the  third  and  fourth 
floors.  Seven  classrooms  are  on  the  third 
floor  divided  as  follows:  four  (385 
sq.  ft.)  for  thirty  students,  each  with 
removable  dividing  walls  for  assembly 
and  one  (340  sq.  ft.)  for  twenty-two 
students.  For  the  first  time  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Religious  School  will 
have  an  art  room  and  a  photography  dark 
room.  Offices  for  the  principal  of  the 
Elementary  School  and  the  school  admin¬ 
istrator  will  be  located  on  this  floor.  A 
boy’s  washroom,  central  supply  area  and 
storage  rooms  are  also  included  in  the 
plans  for  this  floor. 

Fourth  Floor:  Elementary  School 

On  the  fourth  floor,  the  Elementary 
School  will  have  seven  classrooms  divided 
as  follows:  four  (385  sq.  ft.)  each  for 
25  students;  two  (450  sq.  ft.)  each  for 
30  students,  each  with  removable  dividing 
walls  for  assembly;  one  (340  sq.  ft.)  for 
22  students.  Each  classrom  will  have  its 
own  wardrobe  for  clothing.  A  Children’s 
Chapel  (460  sq.  ft.)  with  a  permanent 
bima  and  ark,  storage  closet  for  religious 
articles,  prayer  books,  prayer  shawls  and 
skull  caps  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  this 
floor.  A  Learning  Room  for  special  chil¬ 
dren  will  have  its  own  self  contained 
lavatory,  cot  and  supply  storage  area.  A 
boy’s  washroom  and  a  girl’s  washroom 
will  also  be  on  this  floor. 

Fifth  Floor:  Early  Childhood  Center 

The  fifth  floor  is  devoted  to  the  Early 
Childhood  Center.  Here  we  will  have 
five  classrooms:  four  nursery  rooms  are 
designed  each  to  hold  20  students.  The 
nursery  rooms  include  a  lavatory,  sink, 
refrigerator  and  work  counters.  Remov¬ 
able  walls  will  permit  expansion.  The 
fifth  nursery  room  including  its  own 
lavatory  has  been  planned  for  28  students. 

An  indoor  play  area  (880  sq.  ft.)  for 
25  students  with  storage  for  play  equip¬ 


ment  and  cots  is  another  important 
feature  of  this  floor.  On  this  floor,  too, 
will  be  the  office  of  the  director  of  the 
Early  Childhood  Center.  The  plans  also 
include  an  isolation  (infirmary)  room; 
a  central  storage  area  and  staff  washroom. 

The  Sixth  Floor 

Let  us  now  take  the  elevator  to  the 
sixth  floor  with  the  Sukkah  roof-garden 
and  the  outdoor  recreation  area  of  3500 
sq.  ft.  as  well  as  an  indoor  —  outdoor 
recreational  activities  area  where  children 
can  play.  Lavatories  for  boys  and  girls, 
a  custodial  workshop  and  a  storage  area 
will  also  be  located  on  this  floor.

Dr.  George  Speck,  psychologist,  pro¬ 
fessional  artist,  lecturer  and  author,  will 
be  the  guest  speaker  at  Sisterhood’s  open 
meeting  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  January 
18,  at  1 :00  p.m.  in  the  Lemberg  Audi¬ 
torium.

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Secondary  Education  Has 
Positive  Later  Effects 

Intensive  Jewish  secondary  schooling 
has  a  "positive  residual  effect”  on  the 
way  adults  live  Jewishly  and  on  the 
values  they  consider  important  in  raising 
their  families,,  according  to  a  wide- 
ranging  survey  initiated  and  sponsored 
by  the  Committee  on  Jewish  Education 
of  Greater  Philadelphia. 

The  pioneering  survey — the  first  of 
its  kind  in  the  United  States — concluded 
that,  in  an  overwhelming  number  of 
cases,  intensive  Jewish  education  does 
increase  Jewish  commitment  in  later  life. 
This  increased  commitment  is  reflected 
on  every  level — personal  observance,  syn¬ 
agogue  and  organizational  membership 
and  activity,  ties  to  Israel  and  personal 
perceptions  of  the  importance  of  Jewish 
values  on  family  life  and  lifestyles.  In 
addition,  less  intermarriage  was  found 
among  those  whose  education  was  inten¬ 
sively  Jewish — and  they  consider  the 
issue  to  be  of  greater  importance.
